The popular version of the Red sea en- 
tanglement. which has so embarrassed | 
the Russian foreign office is that it | 
grew out’ of Grand Duke Alexander | 
Mikhailovitch, head of the department of 
mercantile marine, practically taking | 
matters into his own hands and com- 
missioning the vessels of the volunteer 
fleet which had passed through the Dar- 
danelles bound for the Far East to hoist 
the Nussian war flag and seize merchant- 
men in the Red sea. It is understood that 
the emperor has censured his brother in 
law for taking a‘step of such gravity 
without consulting the foreign office. 

There is generai relief, however, at the 
fact that Grand Duke Alexander Mik- 
Nailovitch’s precipitate action has not re- 
sulted in irreparable complications. The 
blunder of the grand duke fs attributed 
to his comparative youth and inexperi- 
ence in affairs of state. He is well 
known in the United States, as he was 
first officer on board the armored cruiser 
Demitri Donskoi on the occasion of the 
visit of the Russian squadron to Hamp- 
ton Roads and New York in 1893. 


Firing on the Ardova. 

While no protest has yet been made 
against the action of the Russian volun- 
teer fleet steamer Smolensk in firing 
two shells over the. British. steamer Ar- 
dova, if the official report of the gov-

The general cargo she 
carried belonged mostly to American mer- 
chants and was consigned to the Amer- 
ican Trading Company’s shipping agerits 
at Yokohama on account of the char- 
tering firm. It is stated positively ihai 
the cargo contained no contraband, __. 

Last week’s investigation by the state 
department of the problems connected 
with the operations of belligerent ships 
against a neutral merchan man has cr}s- 
talized in a letter addressed to the Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship Company.

Editor Constitution:

bill, for rotation of the judges. I have 
been closely connected with the courts, 
as court reporter, for the last twenty 
years, and can, therefore, speak advis- 
ably upon the question, Personally I doe 
not object, asthe judges who are to pass 
this way are more than acceptable to 
me. I base my objection to the Dill 
wholely upon my obBseryations and ex- 
perience. 

1. In the first place each circuit selects 
its own fudge. The people know and 
name the person they would have to pre- 
side over ‘their liberties and their prop- 
erty. Under the rotation system judges 
come for whom the people have expressed 
no choice: for whom they cannot eX- 
press any choice. They may be totally 
without favor. They may not be wanted. 
The coming judge may be a man whose 
leanings and whose bearing is not accept- 
able. Still, he is to come by operation 
of law. Let the judge who is chosen to 
preside in a circuit preside there and 
no where else. 

2. A judge presiding in the circuit from 
which he is elected is conscious of the 
fact that the eyes of the people are upon 
him, and that he must answer to there 
people for his conduct at the next elec- 
tion. Not so with a jutige from another 
circuit. He only serves his people under 
the bill one year in his term, and they 
know not of his acts after his year is 
passed. It makes the judges strangers 
to the people and the people sfrangers to 
the jxiges. 

3. A judge ought to be familiar with 
his docket, and with parties who litigate 
in his court. At first view that would 
not appear to be best, but experience 
shows that both the judge and: the jury 
should know the parties. Not to preju- 
dice their minds or swerve their judg- 
ments, but to prevent that being done. 
It is the prile of the law that the jury 
is taken from the vicinage. Why not 
the judge? moat 

4. The judge should be well acquainted 
with the bar of his circuit. He should 
‘know those who are ‘‘open-handed,”’ and 
‘those who are not so much go, if there 
‘are any, He should be kind to the feeble 
| brother—the inexperienced, but should ex- 
‘act of all «a fair administration of the 
‘law. T have known lawyers to take ad- 
vantage of new coming judges, and do 
‘things that the regular judge would not 
‘have allowed. Years ago ] knew 
regular judge to make an effort to break 
up gambling at a certain place. After 
| placing moderate fines of $75 cash upon 
the parties several] times, he made an 
open statement that having failed by 
| placing the low penalties he would make 
it very “heavy if they came again for the 
same Offense,

by the general judiciary committee of 
the senate after the measure had been 
unter consideration for @ week or ten 


days. 

By a vote of 7 to 4 the committee re- 
ported the bill favorably, but by sub- 
stitute, and the substitute is wholly un- 
like the original bill. 

The gubstitute is really nothing more nor 
jess than a measure to make it a misde- 
meanor to buy or sell a vote in a primary 
election. It has some stringent provi- 
sions on this subject, but it contains 
nothing of the provisions which are 
found in the bill by Dr. Kelly, of Glas- 
cock, which passed the house of represen- 
tatives as prepared by a special joint com- 
mittee of the house and senate. 

In addition to making it a misdemeanor 
to buy or sell votes in any prim=sry elec- 
tion in Georgia, the substitute provides 
that either the buyer or seller may tes- 
tify against the other without incrimi- 
nating himself or, as gamblers, they may 
be compelled td give such testimony. It 
also aims to get at the ward heeler by 
providing that it shall be a violation of 
the act for any one to accept money or 
other valuable consideration for his in- 
fluence or services in connection with a 
primary election. 

In full the bill follows: 

“A bill to be entitled an act making it 
a misdemeanor for any person to buy or 
sell a vote in a primary election in this 
state. 

“Be it enacted by the general assem- 
bly, that any per@on who shall either 
buy or sell a vote in any primary elec- 
tio in this state. whether the election 
shall be for state, county or municipal 
officers, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and punished as prescribed in 
section 1039 of the code of 1895.’’ 

It was freely admitted by those who 
were cognizant of the committee’s ac- 
tion that it amounted practically to an 
adverse report on the Australian ballot 
| bill. If the question had come to a 
| test the seven members who voted for the 
| substitute would have voted to report the 
ballot bill unfavorably. 

As it stands, however, the Australian 
ballot bill goes back without an unfavor- 
able report, but with the substitute de- 
scribed, in the forefront to be first pass- 
ed upon by the senate. If the senate 
wants the substitute that ends the Aus- 
tralian ballot bill. 

Cause of Committee’s Action. 

Speaking of the matter yesterday, one 
of the senators who opposed the bill in 
committee room said: 

“The present election system in Geor- 
gia is good enongh. We have been using 
it for thirty or forty years and we have 
gotten along under it without much trou- 
ble. We have the negro vote now where 
we want it and there ig nothing to fear 
from it. If we were to pass that ballot 
bilt as it Game from the house, it would 
give the negro a chance to get back into 
political power, which he would not be 
slow to taks advantage of. 

“Another point against the measure is 
its expensiveness. We know from the 
experience in Atlanta and Augusta that 
if this bill became a law it would cost 
the various counties of the stgte from 
$125,000 to $150,000 every time 
an election held.
